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Electric Aviation is Taking Flight. Don’t Keep East Hampton Grounded. 


I have spent a lifetime advo- 
cating for policies that support 
American workers with good 
paying jobs. The local Build- 
ing and Construction Trades 
Councils throughout our nation 
represent millions. of skilled 
workers who simply want to 
earn a good wage to provide for 
their families and strengthen 
communities. It might appear 
noteworthy that a labor union 
representative would be fight- 
ing hard to keep open an air- 
port that services private avia- 
tion. The truth is that labor will 
not turn its back on innovation 
that will serve to create unprec- 
edented economic and environ- 
mental opportunities for our 
community. 

With the federal grant as- 
surances for the East Hampton 
Airport (KHTO) having expired 
in September 2021, the future 
of the airport has become even 
more of a contested and heated 
debate in the east end commu- 
nity. Throughout this debate 
we have been failing to look at 
how KHTO provides us with the 
foundation we need to embrace 
new innovations in electric avia- 
tion that will allow us to keep 
‘receiving the numerous benefits 
of the airport while solving the 
concerns raised by residents. 


Now, the Town Board is look- 
ing towardsa temporary closure 
and reopening of the airport. 
Unfortunately, this plan does 
come with the significant risk 
of the temporary closure very 
easily leading towards a per- 
manent one. That is a risk that 
we cannot afford, as we stand to 
lose all the benefits the east end 
community can reap from elec- 
trical aviation. 

At the outset, it is important 
to know that studies examining 
the environmental impact of 
KHTO continue to show that any 
environmental effects caused by 
the airport are nominal and that 
far more impact is caused by 
cars, which would only increase 
if KHTO were to close. That 
said, the aviation community 
is always searching for ways to 
provide safer, quieter, and more 
efficient aircraft. 

Currently the aviation indus- 
try is in the middle of a develop- 
mental race for electric flight. 
The cause is simply due to the 
significant benefits that comes 
from electrical flight motors. 
This new mode of green trans- 
portation will not only signifi- 
cantly reduce aviation vehicle 
carbon emissions, it will also 
reduce engine noise output by 
nearly 70 percent. Fuel costs

will be reduced by a staggering 
90 percent, which will provide 
strong motivation for quick adop- 
tion of electrical flight. This is 
game changing technology, and 
the aviation industry knows it. 

Just last week, NASA 
awarded contracts to GE Avia- 
tion and MagnixX to pursue the 
development of their Electric 
Powertrain Flight Demonstra- 
tion (EPFD) for short haul and 
regional flights. Companies 
such as Airbus, Ampaire, and 
Eviation are also currently 
flight-testing aircraft for con- 
sumer usage. 

Surprisingly, this technology 
is not so far into the future as we 
imagine. We could actually be- 
gin to see quiet, efficient, electric 


helicopters as soon as 2024, with 
BLADE already developing and 
testing Electrical Vertical Air- 
craft (EVA) in flight operations. 

Like all significant innova- 
tions in technology, adoption of 
electrical aviation will require 
an infrastructure to support 
it, which brings even more op- 
portunity to our community. 
Regional airports, such as East 
Hampton, are likely to be one 
of the first to experience the 
benefits of reduced noise pollu- 
tion, nonexistent engine exhaust 
emissions, and more affordable 
flight options for residents. 

With KHTO we already have 
an existing infrastructure that 
can serve as a foundation to 
adopt this technology. If the air- 
port were to close, even tempo- 
rarily, we could jeopardize an 
entire support system that would 
allow us to take advantage of the 
short and long-term sustainable 
gains electric flight would create 
for the East End. 

According to acclaimed 
Cambridge economist Steve 
Landau in an economic im- 
pact study commissioned by 
the East Hampton Community 
Alliance, KTHO creates over 
800 local jobs and injects $77 
million into the East Hampton 
economy. These jobs created by 


the East Hampton Airport play 
a Vital role in supporting our lo- 
cal communities and regional 
economy alike. ; 

Subsequently, as the avia- 
tion industry continues to grow 
and develop so too will the jobs 
needed to help sustain that 
growth. As we debate the future 
of KHTO, we must take into ac- 
count the well-paying, secure 
careers that are afforded from 
the airport now, and also keep in 
mind the potential of more jobs 
that would be created to keep 
pace with the aviation industry’s 
investment in electric aviation. 

Electric flight is undoubtedly 
a significant component of the 
what’s in store for aviation. With 
the temporary closure of East 
Hampton airport standing so 
close to a precipice of permeance, 
consider the numerous benefits 
we stand to gain from the advent 
of electric aviation. Let us also 
not forget that the East Hamp- 
ton airport has supported the 
east end community for nearly a 
century and will continue to do 
so; and in just a couple of years, 
aviation as we know it will bea 
thing of the past.

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Chris Cuomo Suspended from CNN for Defending Brother

CNN suspended indefinitely the channel’s top- 
rated news anchor, Chris Cuomo, following new rev- 
elations detailing the lengths that the Southampton 


resident went to defend his brother, disgraced ex- 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo, from allegations of sexual 
harassment. 

The cable news channel said in a statement on 
November 30 the suspension came after New York

State Attorney General Letitia James, whose inves- 
tigation into the allegations led to-the former gov- 
ernor’s resignation, released new court documents 
in the case. 

“These documents point to a greater level of in- 
volvement in his brother’s efforts than we previous- 
ly knew,” CNN said. “As a result, we have suspended 
Chris indefinitely, pending further evaluation.” 

Andrew Cuomo was forced to step down as gov- 
ernor in August after 11 women alleged the former 
governor committed sexual misconduct. He has de- 
nied any wrongdoing and has reportedly been hid- 
ing out in the Hamptons ever since. - 


Chris Cuomo did not immediately respond to a 


request for comment on his suspension. 
Cuomo, who hosts CNN’s most-watched prime 
time news show — Cuomo Prime Time — had ad- 


mitted in May he breached some of the network’s - 


rules in advising his brother how to handle the alle- 
gations from a public relations perspective. He also 
pledged not to report on the case on air. ; 

CNN said on Tuesday that at the time it “appreci- 
ated the unique position he was in and understood 
his need to put family first and job second,” but said 
the new documents “raise serious questions.” 

The documents released by James, who has since 
announced her gubernatorial candidacy on the 
Democratic line, showed text and other messages in 
which Cuomo sought to use his own sources in the 


media to find out information on the case and the 


women involved in it. 

A criminal complaint charging Andrew Cuomo 
with a misdemeanor sex offense was filed in Octo- 
ber in Albany.

Stony Brook Study Says Wind May Help Decrease COVID Spread

COVID-19 fears are creeping back and travel re- 
strictions are returning as the world watches this 
new Omicron variant of coronavirus spreading in 
South Africa. Experts are saying the latest mutation 
of the virus could be more contagious and vaccine- 
resistant than the already awful Delta variant, which 
spread quickly over the summer and now accounts 
for nearly all infections in the United States. And 
worse yet, winter is rolling in, pushing more people 
to gather inside, out of the wind and cold. Then 
again, maybe wind is our friend in this situation. 

A new study out of Stony Brook University — led 
by Sean Clouston, Ph.D., Associate Professor in the 
Program in Public Health and the Department of 
Family, Population and Preventive Medicine at the 
Renaissance School of Medicine at Stony Brook 
— indicates that low wind speeds and stale air are 
associated with a higher incidence of contracting 
COVID-19 when people socialize outside — perhaps 
as much as 45% more compared to when winds are 
stronger. 


Published in BMC Infectious Diseases, a collec- 
tion of peer-reviewed journals, these findings are 
based on COVID-19 incidence in Suffolk County 
from March 16, 2020, to December 31, 2020, from 
public health data of more than 96,000 cases. The 
researchers used these data in combination with 
daily reports by the National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration on the region’s average wind 
speed and maximal daily temperatures. 

“The issue is really about an increased danger of 
infection spread in the presence of stale air as op- 
posed to indoor versus outdoor settings,” Clouston 
explained. “The findings imply we are all safer when 
air flow is more significant.” 

Clouston and his colleagues developed a statisti- 
cal modeling program which determined from the 
public health data and weather reports that warmer 
days with little wind when people socialized outside 
resulted in significantly more COVID-19 transmis- 
sion. Their overall analysis revealed that days with 
temperatures ranging from 61-82° F, where wind 
speed was less than approximately 5 MPH per hour, 
had significantly increased COVID-19 incidence 


compared to similar days with an average wind 
speed of greater than 5.5 MPH. 

While all this may seem obvious, it’s an important 
part of the continued effort to establish hard facts 
and findings, and to advance our understanding of 
COVID-19, which isn’t going away soon.

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SCWA Seeks 
North Fork Water 
Main Funds

The Suffolk County Water Authority is 
seeking $29,896,000 in grant funding to pro- 
vide drinking water to residents of Manor- 
ville and the North Fork, the agency said. 

The New York State Environmental Facili- 
ties Corporation (EFC) grants that SCWA ap- 
plied for would fund a 24-inch water main 
from the Central Pine Barrens to the Town 
of Southold to restore the North Fork’s shal- 
low aquifer system. It would also bring public 
water to some Manorville residents whose 
private wells are believed to have been con- 
- taminated by pollutants. 

“Ensuring that the public has access to 
clean drinking water in abundant supply is 
critical to our residents,” said Southold Town 
Supervisor Scott Russell. “We are pleased to 
support the (SCWA) as it undertakes a unique 
project that will not only reduce the strain on 


our aquifer today but expand our water sup- 


ply in the future.” 

~The Manorville project would install 
20,000 feet of new water main to connect 
residents currently on private wells who are 
impacted by contaminants. The Southold 
project would install a 44,000-foot water 
main connecting the existing water main in 
the Town of Southampton to the existing wa- 
ter main in the Town of Southold.

Ex-East Hampton 
GOP Chair 
Sentenced for 
Election Forgery

The ex-East Hampton Town Republican Committee 
chairman was sentenced last week to 45 days in Suf- 
folk County jail after admitting to forging signatures 
on election nominating petitions three years ago. 

Suffolk County Judge Karen Kerr sentenced Amos 
Goodman on November 22 to serve three consecu- 
tive 15-day sentences and pay a $1,000 fine after he 
pleaded guilty in May to a misdemeanor count of vio- 
lating New York State election law and disor- 
derly conduct as a violation. He had faced up 
to seven years in prison if convicted of the top 
felony charges against him before he struck a 
plea deal in which more serious counts were 
dropped. 

Outgoing Suffolk County District Attorney 
Tim Sini said at the time of the 38-year-old 
Springs man’s arrest in 2018 that the “defen- 


dants corrupted the democratic process and violated 
the public’s trust” in a “brazen scheme to get preferred 
candidates on the November 2018 ballot by any means 
necessary.” 

Prosecutors have said Goodman and three code- 
fendants were involved in the forgery of more than 50 
signatures for Green Party judicial candidates, an In- 
dependence Party candidate for East Hampton Town 
Council and a Republican Party candidate for East 
Hampton Town Council. 

Before becoming head of East Hampton Repub- 
licans, Goodman ran unsuccessfully on the party’s 
ticket in 2015 against Democrat Bridget Fleming for 
the Suffolk County Legislature. In October of 2018, 
Goodman pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor charge of 
aggravated unlicensed driving in East Hampton Town 
Justice Court, and was fined $500. He resigned as 
GOP chair after his forgery arrest.

The Village of Greenport narrowly joined several 
East End municipalities November 29 in prohibiting 
recently legalized recreational marijuana to be sold 
within its borders following a spirited public hearing 
on the topic. 

The village board passed the measure by a vote of 
3-2 after more than a dozen residents addressed the 
trustees, with eight speakers opposing the opt-out 
resolution, four favoring it, and two suggesting that 
Greenport’s leaders do more research before voting 
on the measure. 

“Tm not opposed to this either way, I just think 
that we're not really prepared for this,’ Greenport 
Mayor George W. Hubbard Jr. said before voting to 
opt out. : 

New York State legalized recreational marijuana 
possession and consumption in March, but towns 
and villages have until December 31 to decide 
whether to opt out of allowing pot shop sales or 
cannabis cafes in their communities. But since the 
Shinnecock Indian Nation announced plans to open 
a dispensary in Southampton this year, and the tribe 
is not bound by town laws, some have questioned 
whether opting out would be effective. Greenport 
joins the Town of Shelter Island and villages of 
Southampton, Westhampton Beach and Quogue in 
banning weed sales. 

Joining the mayor in voting to opt out was Green- 
port Trustee Mary Bess Phillips, who worried about 
‘the impact pot shops would have on local quality of

life, and Deputy Mayor Jack Martilotta, who is con- 
cerned with uncertainty about the state regulations 
of the fledgling industry. 

Voting against the measure was Trustee Julia 
Robins, who argued that regulated marijuana would 
be safer than black market pot, and Trustee Peter 
Clarke, who initially planned to vote for opting out 
but changed his mind after being “moved by the 
conversation” during the public hearing, especially 
comments from an octogenarian who preferred not 
to have to buy pot from drug dealers. 

Those at the hearing who backed the opt out cited 
increased traffic and the smell. 

“What I worry about really is are there going to be 
fields of marijuana growing instead of vegetables?” 
asked opt-out backer Margaret DeCruz. 

The anti-opt out crowd cited marijuana’s medici- 
nal value, potential tax revenue losses and large na- 
tional companies beating local entrepreneurs to the 
emerging market. Comparisons to alcohol abounded. 

“How many bars are there on Front Street?” asked 
one Greenport resident. “And they're rowdy. People 
who smoke marijuana don’t get rowdy. It’s this mis- 
taken reefer madness kind of idea.” 

She asked the board if they use marijuana. When 
they said they do not, she replied: “Maybe you should 
try it.” 

The state law allows residents of localities that opt 
out a chance to petition for a referendum giving vot- 
ers a chance to decide whether to opt back in. Mu- 
nicipalities that opt out now can also vote to opt back 
in on their own at a later date. 
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New Helicopter Pad

n a stunning develop- 

ment about noise at the 
East Hampton Airport, 
a wealthy homeowner in 
Wainscott will be solving 
the problem by building an 
oceanfront helicopter pad on his 
property that will be available for 
public use. He signed an agreement 
with the Town Council president yes- 
terday morning. And he appeared at 
a press conference at the airport in 
the afternoon with Council President 
Arnie Needham to explain it all. 

The man is Alexander DeKlerk, the 
sixth richest person in the world. His 
oceanfront estate here is very large. 
He owns 647 feet on the ocean, a 
200-foot by 200-foot patch of land 
which now will become a helicopter 
pad for those arriving from New York 
City. 

“It’s undeniable that the major 
problem with noise at the airport is 
the helicopters coming in and out,” 
he said. “And it is undeniable that 
practically all the passengers in these 
helicopters are wealthy. It’s time we 
took ownership of that fact. Instead 
of burdening the less fortunate. who 
live by the airport, we must solve the 
problem ourselves.” 

President Needham 
DeKlerk to the skies. 

“Mr. DeKlerk contacted us out of 
the blue,” he said. “The council has 
been considering closing our airport 
for months. And I was planning to 
announce our decision next week. 
This would really have been a tough 
call.” 

Needham went on to explain how 
this will work. 

“All helicopters leaving New York 
for the Hamptons will fly over the 
ocean off Long Island the whole way. 
They will be 3,000 feet up and one 
mile off. Arriving off the Hamptons, 
they will make a 90-degree turn di- 
rectly in front of the DeKlerk proper- 
ty and fly in and down to the chopper 
pad right on the dune at the back of 
the beach.” 

The reporters had questions. 


praised 


“How will passengers get to 
the public road?” 

DeKlerk answered: “My 
property is 900 feet from 
ocean to road. People 
meeting passengers will 

use my driveway. Taxis use 
our service road.” 
“Isn't your property gated?” 

“Tt is. The code to get in is 1234*. Or 
they can call us at the house and the 
staff will unlock the gate remotely.” 

“Why are you doing this?” another 
reporter asked. 

“I see a problem and I fix it. That’s 
how I made my money. I also believe 
in ‘love thy neighbor.’ Our neighbors 
here in the Hamptons are the local 
folks. They've been here since the 
17th century.” 

“What about your 
neighbors?” 

“I’ve spoken to them. They believe 


immediate 


in love thy neighbor, too. All of them.’ 


There’s this unfortunate belief that 
we wealthy folk are all about greed. 
And we battle the locals. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. It’s 
our mess. We're cleaning it up.” 

“Is there any quid pro quo here?” 

Needham answered: “The Town 
offered to pay to have sand brought 
in to protect the property and his he- 
licopter pad from erosion. DeKlerk 
refused it. Said when the dunes need 
new sand he will pay for it.” 

“Is this legal?” 

“Tt is illegal to land a helicopter in 
residentially zoned property. But late 
this morning, the council created an 
exception to this rule. It will be legal 
to land a helicopter on this 200-foot 
by 200-foot piece of Mr. DeKlerk’s 
property.” 

“When will the helicopter pad be 
open for business?” 

“We're starting construction to- 
morrow. We expect it will be open for 
Christmas.” 

A reporter asked if that meant 
Santa and his sleigh could be the first 
customers, and that got a laugh. 

Another reporter asked how this 
would affect traffic at East Hampton 
Airport. 

“Not having helicopters land there

reduces the number of takeoffs and 
landings by half. The other half, all 
private or commercial planes, will 
continue as before. But their number 
will not be allowed to increase, and 
there will be curfews that begin at 
10 p.m. and continue until 8 in the 
morning. There will also be decibel 
levels that cannot be exceeded. This 
is a win-win-win for everybody.” 

“Was there any other proposal on 
the table for you to consider?” 

“We had an offer from a group of 
helicopter business owners to give 
one free trip to a local for every trip 
taken by one of the wealthy people. 
I think they intended to double the 
prices for the wealthy. We talked 
about it, but it seemed demeaning 
and we thought some locals might be 
offended thaf they'd have to make a 
trip whether they liked it or not. So 
we turned it down.” 

Another reporter addressed a ques- 
tion to DeKlerk. | 

“Will you plant hedgerows to create 
privacy between the helicopter pad 
and your family?” 

“No. We like hustle and bustle. We 
have a floor-through apartment in 
the new 120-story tower at Park Av- 
enue and 58th Street. But it’s on the 
second floor. Noise doesn’t bother us. 
But that, as I said, is not the main 
reason we are doing this.” 

“And will this new helicopter pad 
have a name?” 

Needham responded: 


“Mr. and 


Mrs. DeKlerk are naming it after 
their dog Artie. It’s Artie’s Chopper 
Pad.” 


After the press conference, the 
reporters made a mad dash for the 
nearby payphones to file their stories. 

Meanwhile, Dan’s Papers sent re- 
porters around town to ask people 
what they thought. 

In the estate section, there was a 
surprising amount of approval. One 
person said they all owed this solu- 
tion to the locals. Another, George 
Huntingham.of Sagaponack, said he’d 
planned to offer his property if Mr. 
DeKlerk had not. 

Ben Harris, the owner of Hampton 
Tow Plane, which flies banners along 
the beach in the summer, said he’s 
okay with it. “If the choppers stay at 
3,000 feet, it shouldn't be a problem.” 

Strangely, the only objections to the 
plan came from environmentalists. 

“The choppers are going to scare 
the fish,” said Bart Oleans, president 
of Save Our Planet. “And the seals, 
ospreys and eagles won’t know what 
to do. We will fight this tooth and 
nail. They rushed it through.” 

A member of the Dark Skies orga- 
nization wouldn’t comment one way 
or the other. “If they put an all-night 
curfew on it, it’s not in our ballpark 
anymore.” 

Dan’s Papers ‘commends Mr. 
DeKlerk for solving this problem. Our 
hat is off to him. And it also is off to 
the town for moving so quickly.

Feds OK Planned Offshore South Fork Wind Farm 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


The plan to build a wind farm off the East End 
coast took a step forward November 24 when federal 
regulators delivered key approvals that advance the 
planned construction project. 

The U.S. Department of Interior approved the con- 


struction and operations of the planned 130-mega- 


watt South Fork Wind project, which would include 
a dozen turbines built 35 miles off the coast of 


Montauk that generate enough electricity to power ° 


70,000 homes. . 

“We have no time to waste in cultivating and in- 
vesting in a clean energy economy that can sustain 
us for generations,” Secretary of the Interior Deb 
Haaland said. : 

The project is billed as the first offshore wind 
farm in New York State. The Interior Department 
approved first commercial-scale U.S. offshore wind 


farm — the 800-megawatt Vineyard Wind project —

off Massachussetts — in May. The nation’s first-ever 
offshore wind farm opened off Block Island in 2016. 

The decision comes as the administration of Presi- 
dent Joe Biden seeks to rapidly expand the U.S. off- 
shore wind industry as part of its broader effort to 


decarbonize the nation’s power sector by 2035, and 


the whole economy by 2050, to fight climate change. 

“With today’s permitting milestone, South Fork 
Wind is set to be New York’s historic first offshore 
wind farm providing clean energy where it is needed

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most,” Gov. Kathy Hochul said. “Our nation-leading 
climate and offshore wind goals demand bold ac- 
tion and moving South Fork Wind forward brings: us 
closer to a cleaner and greener future.” 

The state Public Service Commission approved 
in March a plan to connect a 7.6-mile, 138,000-volt 
transmission line from the the South Fork Wind 


farm 30 feet under the beach in Wainscott, and link-. 


ing to a substation in the Town of East Hampton. 
Some residents seeking to block the line petitioned 
East Hampton town, which previously approved 
the power line, for a vote to incorporate as a village, 
to help fight the construction, but the petition was 
ruled invalid. Village proponents later sued the Town 
of East Hampton in Suffolk County court after the 
town board approved a measure allowing the wind 
farm to have its cable come ashore in Wainscott. 
Commercial fishermen concerned about the wind 
farm’s impact on their livelihood also have taken is- 
sue with the plan. But the Interior Department said 


the project will create about 340 jobs; something lo-. 


cal labor leaders were happy to hear. 

“The words ‘sustainable’ and ‘resilient’ can now be 
used simultaneously to aptly describe a wide range 
of employment opportunities as well as the environ- 
ment,” said Matthew Aracich, president of the Build- 
ing and Construction Trades Council of Nassau and 
Suffolk Counties, AFL-CIO. 


Roger Clayman, executive director of the Long ne 


_ land Federation of Labor, AFL-CIO, agreed. — 

“American workers should not have to choose be- 
tween a good job and a clean environment,” he said. 
“We can and must have both.” 

South Fork Wind LLC, whose parent companies 
are Orsted and Eversource Energy, cheered the deci- 
sion. oe 

“With the achievement of this critical federal per- 
mitting milestone, construction of this historic wind 
farm is expected to begin in the weeks and months 
ahead,” said David Hardy, Chief Executive Officer 
of @rsted Offshore North America. “South Fork 
Wind will not only boost the economy with family- 
sustaining jobs, but it will also help combat climate 
change and reduce air pollution as a clean energy 
resource for many Long Island residents.” 

Local environmentalists echoed the sentiment. 

“The federal government has announced an early 
holiday gift — the gift of clean renewable offshore 
wind energy,” said Adrienne Esposito, executive di- 
rector of the Farmingdale-based nonprofit Citizens 
Campaign for the Environment. “Today is a celebra- 
tion of the beginning of a new energy future for New 
York, a true transition from polluting fossil fuels to 
clean renewable energy. ... We cannot wait to see 
these beacons of hope in the water for our first off- 
shore wind farm.” 

Orsted and Eversource will soon enter the con- 
struction phase of South Fork Wind, with onshore 
activities beginning first. South Fork Wind is now 
gearing up for site preparation work and the start of 
construction, beginning as early as January 2022, 
on the project’s underground transmission line, the 
companies said. Offshore installation of the project’s 
monopile foundations and 11-megawatt Siemens- 
Gamesa wind turbines is expected to begin in sum- 
mer 2023. 

“The offshore wind industry is the future of our 
Long Island economy, and Suffolk County is proud 
to serve as a national model for creating a greener 
future for generations to come,” said Suffolk County

The project is just one of several that have been 
proposed for the waters off the coast of the East End. 
In January, then-Gov. Andrew Cuomo announced 
plans for another offshore wind farm more than 60 
miles off Montauk Point with more than 90 turbines 
for an output of about 1,200 megawatts. The line for 
that wind farm will travel 200 miles under the Long 
Island Sound to Astoria, Queens.

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Massive Oceanfront Estate on Southampton — 


Village’s Meadow Lane Sells for $70 Million 


THE NEARLY 20,000-SQUARE-FOOT ESTATE AT 840 MEADOW LANE SOLD FOR $70 MILLION.

: n what is the third-highest known real -estate 
transaction so far in 2021, an oceanfront estate 
in Southampton recently sold this week for $70 
million. 

Tim Davis of the Corcoran Group represented 
the listing at 840 Meadow Lane, an 8.3-acre prop- 
erty with “a 30-room fairytale Tudor mansion.” 
The estate went on the market in June for $75 
million. It had been in the home of Julia 
Vance Carter, a lawyer who died in 2014, 
according to The Wall Street Journal. 
Davis told WSJ that the buyer, whom 
he declined to identify, is planning for 
a major renovation that could cost $25 
million or more. 

The sale is the third priciest trade 
known this year. Jule Pond in Southampton 
closed for $105 million in October (it had been 
asking $145 million). In the spring, the designer Cal- 
vin Klein sold his oceanfront estate in East Hamp- 
ton for a total of $85 million — the larger parcel with 
the home traded at $75 million, while an adjacent 
separate parcel sold at $10 million. 

The 19,000-square-foot mansion at 840 Meadow 
Lane was a former “summer cottage,” originally 
built in 1929. It features grand living spaces, includ- 
ing a 24-by-38-foot living room with double-height

ceilings and a massive stone hearth at the center, 
according to the listing. The home also boasts an 
oceanside library, a solarium, a formal dining room, 
a library/office and a media room. 

Situated along 512 feet of the sandy beach, the 
home is an impressive 300 feet wide, allowing for 
seven oceanfront suites spread over two floors and 


seaside terraces and decks. There’s also a separate _ 


wing for staff, a guest apartment, an attached 
guest cottage and a: separate guest/staff 
house with a gym, sauna, art gallery 
and “whimsical Coney Island-in- 
spired game rooms.” 
The property also offers a 48- 
foot swimming pool with a spa and 
a tennis court. Part of the 8.3 acres 
includes a bay-front parcel that offers 
a boat mooring. 
The home’s location makes it a quick 
trip to the heart of Southampton Village 
with its shopping and restaurants. It also offers 
convenient access to the helipad, four miles away on 
Meadow Lane. 
While 840 Meadow Lane was one of the largest 
homes along the ocean on Meadow Lane, it was not 


the most expensive one on the market. Mylestone at © 


Meadow Lane, a 15,000-square-foot home on a rare 
double waterfront 8 acres with views of the Atlantic 
Ocean and Shinnecock Bay, is listed with Bespoke 


Real Estate at $175 million. 

Then there is 1320 Meadow Lane, the single larg- 
est lot on the ocean in Southampton Village at al- 
most 10 acres, that is on the market for $85 million. 
The 18,000-square-foot mansion is represented by 
John McHugh of Sotheby’s International Realty. 

Lastly, the two lots at 1080 and 1100 Meadow 
Lane are being offered for sale together at $78 mil- 
lion. Together, they offer 500 feet of ocean frontage. 
There are several houses on the properties; a main 
house and a beach house at 1080 Meadow Lane and 
a “tennis” house next to the terinis court at 1100

Here, Gross discusses her memories of Horn &

What inspired the creation of this week’s 
cover art, “Horn & Hardart?” 

The painting “Horn & Hardart” was painted 57 
years ago; I was 23 years old. I was living just a 
few blocks from the 23rd street, near the 7th Av- 
enue Horn & Hardart, an automat chain that was 
in many locations in the city. The food was in little 
cubbies and one put nickels in a slot and the win- 
dow popped open. I was married, and we often 
ate there, and with friends — Rudy Burckhardt,

Denby — also living nearby. 
(See Edith Schloss’ just-pub- 
lished book, The Loft Genera- 
tion, which has a section about 
the automat and its popularity 
in the 60s.) 


How was this piece creat- 
ed? Walk us through your 
process. > 

I made many drawings at the 
automat. One could sit there as 
long as one wanted — no one 
would ask you to leave. It was 
always full with local types, be- 
fore tourism invaded. Most of 
my work starts with drawings 
from observation (actual places 
and people) — ink, crayons and 
pastels, or sometimes enlarged 
charcoal drawings. 


What makes this art- 
work such an ideal fit for a 
Dan’s Papers cover? 

I think the painting is appro- 
priate for Dan’s Papers because 
it is about local people and may bring back memo- 
ries for some. Especially during holiday time, as I 
remember, there always were “holiday specials.” 


What artistic accomplishment are you 
most proud of? 

My best accomplishment, as far as my work 
is concerned, is that I have continued drawing, 
painting, making objects, sculpture and props for 
dance, sets, large-scale projects — all of the time 
— without losing a great love for the quest and the 
curiosity of what’s next. 


What do you find most rewarding about 
being an artist? 
The reward is the quest itself.

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Our Amazing History: The Turnpike

he Bridgehampton-Sag 

Harbor Turnpike has a 
history that is more inter- 
esting than any other road 
in the Hamptons. 
 Itwas builtin 1834 and opened 
in 1837 as a toll road — not a toll road 
built by the county or state, but a toll 
road built by three wealthy Hamptons 
men, one a prominent Bridgehampton 
lawyer and the other two, men whod 
made their fortunes in the Sag Harbor 
whaling industry. 

At the time, the only way to bring 
goods or people from Montauk High- 
way to the new bustling port-of-entry 
town of Sag Harbor was by a twisty 
8-foot-wide track indicated on maps 
as “Cart Path from Bull’s Head to Great 
Meadows.” The partners cut a straight 
dirt road 16 feet wide and named it “the 
Sag Harbor and Bull’s Head Turnpike.” 
The tolls, paid at a toll booth with a 
wooden gate at Bridgehampton, cov- 
ered the cost of the toll taker and main- 
tenance. There were also profits. 


These .were the tolls. Wag- 
ons and carts pulled by two 
horses, mules or oxen: 8 
cents. Coaches and pleasure 
carriages: 12 cents. Horse 
and riders: 3 cents. Horse 
being drove: 1 cent each. Sled 
or sleigh pulled by one horse: 4 
cents. Score of hogs or sheep: 4 cents. 
The three men also sold stock in this 
company to the general public. For a 
single share at $20, you received a part 
of the action. 

Before, during and after the Civil 
War (1861-1865) runaway slaves from 
the South were likely transported along 
the turnpike to be hidden in the East- 
ville section of Sag Harbor. Thus the 
route was a part of the Underground 
Railroad. Eastville today is a historic 
Site. It is unlikely the freed slaves were 
charged the fee. 

In 1870, a few years after the Civil 
War ended, a real railroad, the Long 
Island Railroad Company, extended 
its tracks out to Bridgehampton and 
then on to Sag Harbor. The railbed and 
tracks ran roughly parallel to the toll 


road along the way. Toll road revenues 
suffered accordingly. 

In 1891, a brick factory was built on 
the turnpike midway between Bridge- 
hampton and Sag Harbor. It went out 
of business in 1902, though some ruins 
remain. That same year, the toll road 
company, losing money, stopped col- 
lecting tolls. Three years later, it ceased 
business. Four years after that, the toll 
house burned to the ground. 

With the whaling industry over, Sag 
Harbor had spiraled down into a de- 
cline. And as automobiles came into 
general use, the railroad ceased run- 
ning trains to Sag Harbor. 

In 1940, with World War II looming, 
the government tore up the steel tracks 
to Sag Harbor for use in making guns, 
planes and tanks for the war effort. But 
the railbed remains. 

Over the centuries, the potato farm- 
ers in the Hamptons always needed 
temporary workers to pick the crop in 
the fall. After World War II, many labor 
camp crew chiefs drove buses south and 
recruited mostly African Americans to 
help with that activity. Some lived in

labor camps and shacks on the farm 
property. 

In 1949, on a day when the farmers 
needed everyone to pick the crop, thus 
leaving the children to take care of one 
another in the shacks in Bridgehamp- 
ton, a fire broke out and two of the chil- 
dren died. As a result, Bridgehampton 
residents raised money and bought a 
6-acre farm on the turnpike and trans~- 
formed it into a not-for-profit child care 
center where migrant children could be 
cared for when all hands were needed 
in the field. 

A $3.5 million classroom, assembly 
hall and administration building will 
open soon at the Bridgehampton Child 
Care and Recreation Center, still there 
on the turnpike. And that’s the story.

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Food Art for Thought: 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


A* takes many forms, but it is 
rarely delicious. That is until you 
delve into the work of Bridgehampton 
homeowner and food artist Harley 
Langberg who has made shopping for 
produce an entirely different kind of 
experience. 

Often whimsical and always la- 
bor-intensive, Langberg’s creations 
have been delighting fans online for 
seven years. He began sharing his 
compositions made purely of food 
on Facebook in 2013 before eventu- 
ally moving to Instagram where his 
@harleysfood_art account’s popular- 
ity exploded, earning nearly 38,000 
followers, along with paid commis- 
sions, print sales and a series of 
marketing partnerships with brands 
known around the world. 

He’s created work for Illy coffee — 
which was featured at Lincoln Center 
during the 2014 New York Film Festi- 
val — Jagermeister, Green Giant, Dou- 
bleday Books, Billboard, Red Vines 
licorice, Wilson tennis, Little Caesars 
pizza, Men’s Health magazine, MTV 
and many others, not to mention all 
his creations that have appeared in 
books and periodicals or been fea- 


tured by some of the biggest social 
media accounts on Instagram. Google 
even used one of Langberg’s images 
for the company’s profile picture. 

Langberg’s food art covers such a 
wide swath of subject matter, it’s easy 
to see how he found such a massive 
following. He uses shaped, chopped, 
peeled, sliced, smeared and whole 
ingredients to make everything from 
celebrity and animal portraits — and 
sometimes even celebrity animal por- 
traits — to landscapes, re-creations of 
famous works of art and pop culture 
icons, to characters from cartoons and 
movies, and so much more. 

A quick scroll through Langberg’s 
Instagram feed will reveal pictures 
of horror icons such as Michael My- 
ers (Halloween) and Jason Voorhees 
(Friday the 13th); Jaws movie posters 
made from gummy candy, or strawber- 
ries, plums and cookie dough; a Squid 
Game “pink soldier” guard built from 
Fruit by the Foot, tortilla, eggplant 
and dyed cookie dough; re-creations 
of Matisse, Picasso, Mondrian and 
Haring paintings; three-dimensional 
sushi, pancakes and pizza, each plated 
on half an Oreo and sculpted solely 
from the cream (tinted with food col- 
oring); a New York City skyline made

of vegetables; and hundreds of other 
mind-boggling builds. 

“I draw my inspiration from multi- 
ple different sources. A lot of the time 
I'll focus it around a holiday,” Lang- 
berg says, explaining how he makes 
Thanksgiving or Christmas images 
during the holiday season, and hor- 


ror images around Halloween. “Or if 


there’s something in the news, a cur- 
rent event I want to touch on, I'll do 
something on that. Or I'll do a celeb- 
rity birthday portrait for that particu- 
lar day,” he continues, describing how 
he made a piece to commemorate the 
20th anniversary of 9/11 this year. He 
also enjoys making animals. 

Unless it’s a commission, Lang- 
berg says he makes what he likes and 
doesn’t usually spend time worrying 
about what his followers want to see. 
“At the end of the day I’m doing this 
for me because it’s my time and my

money, and I want to create things 
that I like, so when Halloween comes 
around every year, not everyone likes 
and appreciates the scary horror mov- 
ies, but I do, so I spend a whole month 
creating all the scary creations.” 

Though Langberg is occasionally in- 
spired by a particular ingredient, the 
food artist says he typically decides on 
the image he’s going to make first, and 
then figures out the best way to accom- 
plish his vision. 

“A lot of times I'll take my phone 
and the image, and stand in the pro- 
duce aisle for like 40 minutes trying 
to see what would be best,” he says. 
“I love going to Whole Foods or King 
Kullen because when I’m out in the 
Hamptons. King Kullen has such a 
great selection. I’ll just really comb the 
whole produce section looking for the 
right ingredients,” Langberg explains. 
“There are times when I say, ‘I want to

use this steamed shrimp dumpling, 
and I’ll just see what works, but most 
times I'll really know what I want to 
create and I have to see what textures 
and colors match up best with which 
ingredients.” 

This level of focus and commit- 
ment to his craft has paid off well for 
Langberg over the years. While he 
continues to work in finance and still 


calls food art a hobby — albeit one © 


that comes with a small income — his 
skills have improved significantly 
through the better part of a decade. 
Langberg never deletes old posts, so 
he’s able to track his progress simply 
by scrolling through his pictures on 
Instagram. 

“T often go back and I look at pieces 
I’ve done a year ago, two years ago, 
three years ago, at the beginning, and

I definitely see the photo quality is 
getting better because we have better 


‘phones now,” Langberg says, point- 


ing out that his shots are technically 
superior, with better lighting and 
editing. More importantly, the work 
has improved. “I just feel that I’ve 
become more detailed, more realistic 
and brought into the range of ingre- 
dients things that you'd consider out- 
side the box. So I definitely notice a 
progression, and I really enjoy seeing 
that,” he continues. 

“Everything is about growth. Even 
though I go back now and say, ‘Oh 
my God, I can’t believe that’s what I 
created.’ I like to see that progression 
and everybody has to start some- 
where,” Langberg says. “What I think 
isn’t so good now, back then I thought 
was amazing and so did other people,

so there’s no reason to change my 
opinion of it. And I also encourage 
other aspiring food artists that you 
have to start at the beginning and get 
better. You don’t just one day create a 
masterpiece.” 

He’s achieved so much, but Lang- 
berg says he has yet to reach all of his 
goals. Lately, he’s spent a lot of time 
improving his Oreo cream sculpt- 
ing ability, but he’s now turning his 
focus toward portraits. Langberg has 
done some masterful representations 
of celebrities, including a stunning 
image of fashion icon Iris Apfel in 
celebration of her 100th birthday 
this year, but Langberg says he re- 
ally wants to make successful images 
of regular people using only food. 
“Celebrities are very distinctive so 
you kind of know who it is — but if 
I can just capture a regular person, 
I think that would be a really big 
achievement. I don’t think I’m quite 
there yet, but I’m hoping to get there 
at some point.” 

It should be noted that Apfel liked 
one of his previous portraits of her 
so much she used it in her book Ac- 
cidental Icon, and his portrait of The 
Kitchen host Sunny Anderson was 
featured in Food Network Magazine. 
So he’s doing something right. 

In the meantime, Langberg is con- 
tinuing to do what he does best, and 
he’s getting better, while his presence 
grows bigger, all the time. “It’s some- 
thing I’m very passionate about and 


something that I'll be doing forever, 
until I get arthritis,” he says.

New utbergeek Beer Helps NY Marine Rescue 
Center Save Endangered Sea Turtles |

at could be better than beer for a good cause? 

With this in mind, Riverhead’s tibergeek Brew- 

ing Co. has partnered with the New York Marine 

Rescue Center (NYMRC) to create “i never asked to 

be here,” a brand new, limited-run winter warmer ale 

that supports the nonprofit organization’s mission, 

with a special focus on the plight of cold stunned sea 
turtles on the East End. 

NYMRC, located at the Long Island Aquarium in 
Riverhead, receives $1 for every pour of iibergeek’s 
“i never asked to be here” brew, but the partnership 
doesn’t end there. 

The beer, made with holiday spices and zested sour 
oranges, and available on-tap in 12 oz. pours ($7) or 
32 oz. crowlers ($13.50), debuted on November 11 
during iibergeek’s final installment of “Geektalks,” a 
series of science- and nature-based lectures held at 
their Riverhead tasting room (400 Hallett Avenue). 
That last Geektalks lecture featured NYMRC direc- 
tor Maxine Montello presenting “Applying Citizen 
Science to Increase Survival Rate of Cold Stunned 
Turtles.” 

Montello explains that her organization is training 
volunteers to patrol local north-facing beaches — 
Long Island Sound beaches on the North Fork and 
bay beaches in the Hamptons — during the winter 
months in order to locate, identify and save cold 
stunned sea turtles, which end up washing ashore 
after being rendered catatonic from a hypothermic 
reaction to frigid winter waters. Her Geektalk was an 
educational introductory training session, teaching 
attendees how to identify the turtles and what to do 
if they encounter one on the beach. 

The East End is home to four species of sea tur- 
tle, including green sea turtles, loggerheads, huge 
leatherbacks (averaging at least 5—6 feet long and 


550-1,500 lbs.), which are not affected by cold stun- 


_ning, and the critically endangered Kemp’s ridley. 


The latter species accounts for more than 50% of 
NYMRC’s cold stun cases, Montello says, pointing 
out why saving them is so crucial. Only 7,000—9,000 
nesting female Kemp’s ridley sea turtles remain alive 
worldwide, so every life matters. 

It’s most important, Montello adds, that people 
learn to never put the turtles back in the water or 
attempt to warm them, as it can cause a dangerous

shock to their system. Instead, she says, bring the 
turtle past the high-water mark, or wrack line (where 
the seaweed gathers), and call NYMRC for pickup. If 
possible, wait with the turtle because it’s very com- 


~mon to have other well-meaning beachgoers return 


the animals to the sea, which is what harmed them 
in the first place. _ 

And now, thanks to this beer partnership, there’s 
an extra incentive to stick around. NYMRC rescue 
team members are giving a special iibergeek busi- 
ness card, good for one pour of “i never asked to be

here,” to anyone who calls in a cold stunned turtle. ° 


The card comes with a beautifully carved wooden sea 
turtle pin, which can also be purchased for $4 at the 
brewery, with proceeds benefiting NYMRC. 
“Ubergeek so far has been a great partner to work 
with,” Montello says, noting that brewery owner and 
head brewer Rob Raffa proposed. this idea to help 


. NYMRC and it’s been going well. “It’s just a nice, gen- 


erous donation,” she continues, adding, “I love the 
beer. ... It turned out great.”

2017 Brooklyn Oenology Cabernet Franc

on’t let the name fool you, the 2017 Brooklyn 

Oenology Cabernet Franc is produced from 
grapes grown on the North Fork and crafted by 
winemaker Alie Shaper. A little history on Brook- 
lyn Oenology: The wines were launched in tan- 
dem with Shaper’s tasting room in Williamsburg, 
Brooklyn. The BOE Tasting Room was heralded as 
New York’s “first urban winery” and was not only 
home to Shaper’s wine, it was a cultural center — 
hosting art shows, literary readings and retailing 
regional whiskeys, ciders and treats by local pur- 
veyors. Shaper made the decision to relocate in 
2016, but she continues to incorporate pieces of art 
by Brooklyn artists on the labels. And while the la- 
bels are hip, more importantly, the wine inside the 
bottle is delicious. 

This wine epitomizes autumn with the most de- 
lightful flavors of both fresh and roasted cherry, 
and grilled berries, as well as some delightful floral 
notes. Shaper discusses a little bit about the roots 
of cabernet Franc. “Cabernet Franc has an impor- 
tant place not only in Long Island wine as one of 
the best-suited red varietals for our region, but it’s 
also a parent of cabernet sauvignon, merlot and 


carmenére,” she says. 

While cabernet Franc has adapted to regions all 
over the world, and is well known for its presence 
in the Bordeaux region of France, Shaper explains, 
“It likes growing on Long Island for our sandy and 
loamy soils.” : 

Shaper says, “For a winemaker, there are so 
many stylistic possibilities for cabernet Franc, 
from leaner and racy, to brooding from barrel ag- 
ing. With the Brooklyn Oenology Cabernet Franc, 
I like to explore the balance of the red fruits, like 
cassis, raspberry and cranberry, with delicate flo- 
rals, and what I like to call baking herb notes, such 
as tarragon and sage. I only age the wine in sec- 
ond- and third-year barrels for nine to 12 months, 
instead of a full 18 months, to allow the varietal’s 
profile to sing out louder than the influence of a 
barrel. The result is a soft, dimensional, versatile 
red wine that can easily be enjoyed on its own, or 
with coq-au-vin, roast harvest vegetables, or Long 


; Island duck.”

F or most adults, the idea that Christmas is a sea- 
son that should be focused on giving, not get- 
ting, is nothing new; however, the nature of giving 
is an important aspect that can’t be summed up in 
a one-line platitudes. Yes, do give gifts to the people 
you love and cherish, but also consider those of us 
forced to prioritize putting food on the table, rather 
than presents under the tree. Citizens 4 Humanity is 
working to feed those East End families and spread 
the holiday cheer, but they need support to do it. 

C4H cofounders Marco and Sheila Barrila first 
began their mission to “try and feed as many people 
as we can” when the Red Cross requested their help 
to feed East End families displaced by Hurricane 
Sandy in 2012. From there, they built relationships 
with the schools that were acting as shelters and 
knew of others in need. They started out with a list 
of about 10 families who needed more regular food 
support, and they’ve grown to be able to provide 
food for over 250 families this past Thanksgiving. 
And these weren’t cans and boxes of ingredients, 
they were full turkey dinners prepared by NYC Top 
40 chef and founder of Shinnecock Lobster Factory 
and Insatiable Eats Catering Marco Barrila and his 
volunteers. 

Operating out of the Greek Orthodox Church of 
the Hamptons and other local kitchens in years past, 
for Thanksgiving 2021, Chef Barrila was finally able 
to prepare holiday deliveries in his own space — his 
soon-to-open eatery at the home of the former Mi- 
chelangelo of Riverhead, Insatiable Eats Creative 
Kitchen. “I feel like, ah, this is my kitchen now,” Bar- 
rila says, emphasizing that his team no longer had to 
work around the schedule of their former host kitch- 
ens, which contributed to this year’s success. 

“We learned a lot about the families that we served 
for Thanksgiving, because we had two people dedi- 


cated to just calling people and organizing to get the 
food to their houses at a certain time,” adds Sheila, 
the organization’s deputy volunteer and lead orga- 
nizer. “People were sharing their stories with us, and 
so we know that there are some people who really 
have next to nothing — people without jobs, people 
who are ill and all those situations.” 

Now through Christmas, C4H is looking to spread 
some additional “holiday hope” with weekly meal 
deliveries and other acts of kindness, Sheila contin- 
ues. Some families need a car or home repair, for in- 
stance, so C4H is looking for either donations to hire 
repairmen, or for repairmen to donate their services 
this holiday. Those with other skills are encouraged 
to donate their time, as well. 

On December 22, C4H begins its Christmas din- 
ner preparations, and they're looking for volunteers 
of all sorts: drivers, farm pickup help, kitchen staff 
and packaging people. After a few days of intense 
preparation, the ham and roast beef dinners will be

sent out to a list of referrals from local individuals, 
school districts, churches and the Hampton Bays Se- 
nior Center on Christmas Eve and Christmas morn- 
ing. 

“How can we celebrate the holiday when other 
people can’t?” Barrila asks. “So the feeling that 
they’re, celebrating like everybody else, that’s what I 
think is most important.” 

As a donor-based organization, none of this holi- 
day hope is possible without donations, and C4H is 


' working toward $10,000 raised to fund all of their 


Christmas endeavors. All tax-deductible donations 
are used for food, packaging materials and other 
items essential to serving the East End’s most in- 
need senior citizens, single moms and other fami- 
lies. The organization is also looking to acquire a 
large warehouse where they can store donated fur- 
niture and other large items until they are requested 
by somebody in need of one. 

In addition to volunteering and donations, the 
community can support C4H through Insatiable 
Eats Creative Kitchen, which will have its soft open- 
ing on Saturday, December 4. Located at 300 East 
Main Street in Riverhead, the new eatery will host a 
week of grand opening events beginning December 
13, which culminates in a ribbon cutting with the 
Riverhead Chamber of Commerce on December 18. 

“If you need food, if your kids are starving at home 
or anything, just call our organization, and we're go- 
ing to make sure we're going to provide food,” Bar- 
rila says. “And now even better, because I have a 
restaurant and I cook every day, I can feed people 
every day.”

Burnout

pt this year’s Native American Heri- 
age month culminates, questions 
about its evolution arise for me. As a 
teaching artist, this month is typically 
filled to the brim with speaking en- 
gagements, lessons and activities that 
promote both Shinnecock and Native 
American culture. Yet this year, 
my calendar remains very 
consciously open. No mat- 

ter how hard I try to shake 

it, there has been a formi- 

dable feeling of burnout. 

It’s a sentiment that has 

been echoed by other 

native artists I’ve spo- 

ken with as well. It’s this 

feeling, what I perceive 

to be its origins, and 

what I hope can be done 

about it, that I'd like to explore here. 

In the last two years, there has been 
an explosion of Native representa- 
tion, both politically and culturally in 
the United States. With additions like 
Secretary Deb Haaland and Represen- 
tative Sharice Davids, and television 
shows such as Rutherford Falls and 
Reservation Dogs, cultural representa- 
tion has been at an all time high. From 
clothing companies, to restaurants, Na- 
tive-owned businesses are on the rise. 


FILMING “THE DARKER RED ROAD” 


This is very exciting. And yet, there is a 
formidable feeling that what is happen- 
ing is a moment. When accurate repre- 
sentation feels like a fad, then there is a 
shift that needs to transpire under the 
current paradigm. 

Representation cannot be an outlier. 
Yet the fight to acknowledge Native sov- 
ereignty has often resulted as such. At 

best, we’ve been viewed as a nui- 
sance, and at worst, a threat 
that needs to be eliminated. 
This mentality is littered 
throughout history with 
examples of erasure and 
genocide, while our pres- 
ence in mainstream 
dialogues is often ig- 
nored or overlooked. 
This watershed moment 
brings with it both a 
sense of trepidation and 
urgency. Because, while Native Ameri- 
can representation is at heights never 
displayed in mainstream culture, we 
simultaneously hear stories of jailed 
water protectors, ignored cases of 
murdered and missing Indigenous 
women, devastating COVID rates and 
pipelines callously tearing through sa- 
cred grounds. The Shinnecock Nation 
is still actively being sued by the state 
of NY for monuments that they them- 
selves have used to purchase ad space, 
despite bringing much 
needed revenue to the 
nation. One cannot build 
a house on an unstable 
foundation. 

It is irresponsible t 
talk about the Iroquois 
Confederacy, while ig- 
noring the devastation 
NY tribes endured. It 
is an outright lie to talk 
about Thanksgiving in 
terms other than at- 
tempted genocide for the 
Pequot and Wamponoag 
people. There is a great 
disservice taking place 
in education where we 
provide one-dimensional 
examples of _ three- 
dimensional problems. 
Leveling the foundation 
of our shared history 
can begin to provide ac- 
curate representation of 
marginalized communi- 
ties and reimagining our 

hackneyed __rela-

tionship to heritage months. 

Heritage months are opportunities to 
share both the cultures of marginalized 
peoples, and their impact and influence 
in the creation/progression of our coun- 
try. However, when heritage months are 


‘solely reduced to the same information - 


every year, then the value of this: time 
starts to decline. 

My heritage month fatigue doesn’t 
stem from not wanting to teach native 
culture, but rather from the repetition 
of sharing superficial snapshots of the 
culture without any deeper explora- 
tions of the culture. If we reduce heri- 
tage months solely to antiquated his- 
tories, then students’ only exposure is 
through encounters from the distant 
distant past, divorced from stories with 
modern-day relevance. Culture cannot 
be a stagnant relic but, instead, must 
possess the living, breathing compo- 
nent active cultures share. : 

In my dream version of education, 
marginalized communities have a 
prominent place in our history through- 
out the year rather than being reduced 
to a limited period of time. Having the 
awareness of marginalized communi- 
ties throughout the year makes the 
awareness of these communities a more 
prominent feature in students’ minds, 
increasing empathy that far exceeds a 
specific school unit. Heritage months 
would then serve as an opportunity to 
share current and real-time events af- 
fecting the communities. 

This past fall, I had the pleasure of 
working at The Barn School in Sagap- 
onack. The mother who started the 
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school, Nancy Juvonen, was adamant 
about the students having an Indige- 
nous-led curriculum. All of their sub- 
jects had the influence of an Indigenous 
perspective, and I could not be more 
proud of the students there. I teach 
a Native social studies class, and yet 
even when I wasn’t there, their lessons 
were still infused with indigeneity. It 
didn’t take long for their approach to 
the world to be influenced by the style 
of learning they experienced. I will 
cherish forever the memory of these 
10 adorable girls chanting “fry bread” 
excitedly as their lesson-infused snack 
arrived. 

While I don’t want to overstate the 
critical analysis that 10 4-—8-year- 
olds were able to execute, I do know 
that there was a shift in the way they 
included the natural world in their 
gameplay, their communal approach 
to learning, and proceeded with a 
great understanding of the importance 
of respecting nature. As Indigenous 
practices throughout the country seem 
to be the solution for many of the envi- 
ronmental struggles we find ourselves 
facing, having Indigenous perspective 
as a more permanent part of our edu- 
cation, rather than relegated to 30 days 
in November, may behoove us all.

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A Unique Approach to 
Effective Marriage Counseling

M™ people believe that suc- 
cessful marriage - counseling 


is a “hit and miss” proposition. As a 
practicing psychotherapist and sex 
therapist with over 35 years of clinical 
experience, specializing in the area 
of couples counseling, I believe that 
the majority of couples I have treated 
have had successful outcomes, largely 
because of my unique methodology. 


MARRIGE COUNSELING MYTHS 
There is a false belief among many 
patients and therapists who maintain 
that improving a couple’s commu- 
nication and problem-solving skills 
will automatically mend a broken 
relationship. No one would disagree 
that effective emotional communica- 
tion and conflict resolution skills are 
necessary if one is to enjoy a happy 
and healthy relationship. However, I 
have found that there are two other 
steps that need to take place BEFORE 
one is able to focus on helping couples 
hone their communication skills. 
First, a thorough assessment of 
the relationship needs to take place. 
This assessment, in my professional 
opinion, cannot be done in 45 or 50 
minutes. In fact, I have real issues 
with therapists’ 45- or 50-minute 
therapeutic hour, be it for 
marriage counseling or 
individual therapy. By 
the time people say 
hello, get reasonably 
comfortable and pay 
their bill, they are left 
with little time to really 
delve into their issues 
before the therapist an- 
nounces that your time 
is up. I have found that 
long sessions — lasting anywhere 
from two to four consecutive hours — 
in the beginning of couple’s therapy 
give the couple and the therapist the 
necessary time, information and mo- 
mentum to be able to grasp what the 
issues are that need to be acknowl- 
edged, addressed and resolved. 


THE COUPLE’S ASSESSMENT: 
issues to be Explored 

In the beginning of relationships, 
most people have stars in their eyes, 
seeing the other as someone who 
could do no wrong. Despite the fact 
that we can’t change history, it is very 
important for the couple and the ther-

apist to identify, understand, discuss 
and emotionally work through what 
went wrong and what event(s) and/or 
behaviors caused the couple to get off 
track. 

Was it the birth of the first or 

second -child? Was the couple 
experiencing financial or 
job-related challenges? 

Did one or both have 

physical, emotional or 

psychiatric problems 
that changed the dynam- 
ics of the relationship? 

Was there a death or ill- 

ness in the family? Did 

sex become a problem? 

Or did the couple simply 
grow apart? 

In exploring issues, many couples 
I’ve worked with began to tearfully 
acknowledge that there simply was 
never a solid foundation to begin 
with. They moved forward with 
their relationship by consciously or 
unconsciously ignoring a number 
of red flags that may have included 
such behaviors as verbal, physical 
and sexual abuse, substance abuse 
of various kinds, lack of chemistry, 
poor or non-existent communica- 
tion and _ problem-solving skills 
and a diametrically different set of 
values, goals, hopes, dreams and 
lifestyle. 


THE INDIVIDUAL ASSESSMENTS 

I then meet with each person indi- 
vidually. I need to know about his/ 
her family history, skeletons in the 
closet, including possible depression, 
anxiety, early child sexual abuse, sub- 
stance abuse and possible sexual ori- 
entation or gender issues. I also need 
to find out whether one or both are 
involved in extramarital affairs. Nat- 
urally, these individual sessions are 
completely confidential: In the case 
of extramarital affairs, I would never 
begin couple’s counseling until that 
issue was resolved. Namely, the af- 
fair would have to end before couples 
counseling would begin. 

If I determine that one or both part- 
ners have significant psychological or 
psychiatric problems, these need to be 
dealt with first on an individual basis. 
It is simply not possible to success- 
fully treat the couple’s various prob- 


- lems when one or both individuals are 


suffering from their own unfinished 
business or as I call them, “skeletons 
in their closet.” Focusing on a couple’s 
issues without having a clear and 
in-depth understanding of how each 
person’s problems may be contribut- 
ing to or even causing the couple’s 
difficulties, is one major reason why 
marriage counseling so often fails. 

I typically do both the individual 
and couples therapy. Nearly every 


couple I have treated where individual 
work was indicated chose not to be 
referred to another therapist. This en- 
ables me to oversee the entire process 
and help both the individual and cou- 
ple navigate separately and together — 
an often complicated and difficult ter- 
rain. If one or both did want their own 
individual therapist and I felt their 
individual issues were too severe, it 
would be unproductive for marriage 
counseling to proceed. The marriage 
counseling would then be put on hold 
until each was more stable. 

In my next “Ask Beatty” column, 
I will focus on what goes on behind 
closed doors when couples counseling 
begins.

oming to the U.S. was 
¢ written into my DNA,” 
says Alexander. 

His dad left the family in 
Honduras to go find work in 
Los Angeles, and Alexander 
knew from an early age that 
someday he’d join his father in 
America. 

“T really didn’t know my 
dad, but occasionally we would 
travel to the city in order to 
use a telephone to call him be- 
cause there were no phones in 
our little village.” 

When he turned 15, Alexan- 
der left his village and moved 
to the city of Tegucigalpa, 
where he was able to finish his 
studies. 

“When I graduated I had 
problems trying to find work 
as an accountant and ended 
up working in a printing shop. 
I discovered that I was not 
the only one in this predica- 
ment,” Alexander remembers. 
“Unemployment was rife, and 
there were a lot of educated 
people who couldn’t find work 
in their professions.” 

Now, in 2013, at the age of 
20, Alexander attempted’ his 
first journey across the bor- 
der. 

“It really wasn’t that diffi- 
cult to cross the border at that 
time. I found a coyote, paid 
$2,000, which was some of the 
fee upfront, and had a pretty 
easy trip,” he says. 

They road buses north- 
bound until they reached 
Reynosa in the northeastern 
part of Mexico, which borders 
Texas. 

The ease of their travels 
took a quick turn, when “very 
soon arguments erupted be- 
tween our coyotes and the next 
group of guides who were pick- 
ing us up to take us to McAllen 
in Southern Texas, across the 
border from Reynosa.” 


Alexander suspects that 
one of the Coyotes got angry 
with their side of the deal, and 
shopped the group to the po- 
lice. 


“Instead of being taken to 
McAllen we were suddenly 
surrounded by uniformed 
men.” 

Alexander and his fellow 
would-be border-crossers 
ended up staying in a deten- 
tion facility in Austin Texas 
for 43 days, surrounded by 
gang members and other un- 
seemly characters. 

Even‘ually though, Alex- 
ander was released back to 
Honduras — though not with- 
out any more pain. 

‘Wifortunately, I had lost 
the $2,000 fee that I had paid 
to the coyotes,’ he recalls. 
“Nor nally if your trip falls 
through, the coyotes will 
honor a few more chances for 
you to cross, but this had been 
a disreputable group, and they 
just ran with our money. “ 

Alexander went back home, 
and continued doing mundane 
tasks for little money, not find- 
ing the satisfying life he so de- 
sired. In 2018, he gave up hope 
that he could find what he 
was looking for in Honduras, 
and decided to borrow some 
money to attempt another bor- 
der crossing. 


“Treluctantly parted witha 
huge fee of $2,000 upfront and 
had asecond payment of $2,000 
due in Reynosa, Mexico,” he 
said. “Then, there would be 
a final $3,500 payment if we 
made it to the U.S. and to our 
final destinations” 

Nervous about getting 
swindled again, Alexander 
reluctantly agreed and once 
more headed north, with the 
promise of two additional free 
trips if the first one failed. 

“T am astounded at how 
much money these coyotes de- 
manded for their services, yet 
when we stopped for the night, 
the places we stayed in were 
really dirty, noisy shacks in- 
stead of decent hotels. We slept 
wherever we could. Don’t ex- 
pect to get a bed and a clean 
bathroom. You find a space on 
the floor, and the bathrooms 
are filthy health hazards.” 

Eventually, after long 
journeys in buses and on foot 
(to maneuver around check- 
points), they were taken to a 
“ little building that had a cel- 
lar.” 

“There we were kept for 
the next month, waiting to 
be called for our chance to be 
taken across the border. Some 
people were taken out faster if 
they had paid more money, but 
I had to wait longer.” 


He remembers feeling anx- 
ious and scared, while physi- 
cally uncomfortable in the 
cramped rooms. 

“When your group is fi- 
nally called, you are just glad 
to get out of there.” 

Alexander’s group crossed 
the Rio Grande river in the 
middle of the night in a small 
black raft. But when they got 
across, the real drama began. 

Immigration officers sur- 
rounded the group as they lay 
in the grass, forcing them to 
scatter in all different direc- 
tions, every woman and man 
for themselves. Alexander 
jumped into a tall meadow a 
short distance away, and laid 
them while officers rounded 
up members of the group. 

“I thought my heart was 
going to explode—it was beat- 
ing so fast. It was banging so 
hard within my chest that I 
actually worried that the im- 
migration officer might hear 
it! I lay motionless in the dirt 
for about an hour. Everything 
was quiet, and I could feel the 
morning sun shining on my 
face.” 

“Soon the coyote appeared 
beside me. He said all the oth- 
ers had been caught except for 
the two of us.” 

Now, the much-smaller 
group thought they could sal- 


vage their trip, and began trav- 
eling north. They wouldn’t be 
so lucky on their next encoun- 
ter with ICE. 

“We must have looked 
so surprised and were too 
shocked to react. Next minute, 
the immigration officers had 
caught us, and we were sit- 
ting in the back of their van,” 
Alexander remembers. “Just 
like that our hopes of crossing 
were dashed to pieces, and we 
were on the way to a detention 
center.” 

That September, now back 
in Honduras, Alexander 
would make his third treach- 
erous journey. This time, his 
group moved more intention- 
ally, sending one person at a 
time up ahead, which lessens 
the chance of attracting ICE’s 
attention. 

Walking through the day 
and night, Alexander’s group 
finally arrived at their meet- 
ing point, where a pickup 
truck came and drove them to 
Houston, Texas. 

They waited there for 
weeks, cramped and hungry 
in adeshevlied hideout, before 
the coyotes agreed to make a 
road journey across the coun- 
try — first to Atlanta, then . 
New Jersey, and finally onto 
New York City. 

Eventually, Alexander met 
up with his mother, who had 
begun a life in New York City, 
and she helped her son get on 
his feet in his new home. 

“T am still settling in. I 


- have worked a little bit in a 


bagel store and in construc- 
tion. I had a lot of schooling 
and qualifications from my 
country. I am taking a course 
to learn English, and I would 
like to enroll in school here to 
get the equivalent qualifica- 
tions that I had gained in Hon- 
duras,” he says. “I am happy 
here, and I feel the country is 
clean and safe. I’m still get- 
ting used to things, but I want 
to work hard and one day be 
successful and allowed to live 
here on my own merit. I hope 
with hard work I will become 
part of the American dream 
and finally have an opportu- 
nity to prove my worth.”

Hochul Frees Up $1.5 Billion in Funding for Orgs 
Working with Developmentally Disabled New Yorkers

( Kathy Hochul on Thursday 
announced that New York State 
will provide over a billion dollars in 
funding for organizations that as- 
sist people with developmental dis- 


abilities, in an effort to attract new. 


recruits and fight staffing shortages at 
those organizations. 

The governor will earmark $1.5 bil- 
lion from the American Rescue Plan 
to fund recruitment, retention and 
vaccine incentive programs for direct 
support professionals working with 
people. with developmental disabili- 
ties, her office announced on Novem- 
ber 18. 

“Direct Support Professionals pro- 
vided essential support to people with 
developmental disabilities throughout 
the pandemic when we needed them 
most, in spite of the risk to themselves 
and their own families,” Hochul says. 
“We owe these workers a debt of grati- 
tude and the American Rescue Plan

funding paves the way for bonuses, 
incentives and one-time pay raises 
to help keep these hardworking, loyal 
and devoted workers doing what they 
love most — supporting people. with 
developmental disabilities.” 

The added funding aims to increase 
retention in three ways: by setting 
up a “heroes fund” for direct support 
professionals working during the pan- 
demic with additional incentives for 
those who get vaccinated, by adding 
the possibility. of longevity bonuses 
for staff who remain in the work- 
force, and by incentivizing workers to 
earn further qualifications and cre- 
dentials to build increase the skilled 
workforce. 

The funding bump comes after 
years of brutal budget cuts and aus- 
terity measures toward nonprofits 
that work with the developmentally 
disabled, which have left most work- 
ers doing the difficult work of the in- 
dustry making little more than mini- 
mum wage.

Low wages make it hard for agen- 
cies to fill staffing gaps, leading to 
dangerous staffing levels and grueling 
shifts for workers. 

“Our staffing levels are at such 
critical lows that it’s really at a tipping 
point now,” says Joe Riley, the direc- 
tor of the Guild for Exceptional Chil- 
dren, a Brooklyn-based nonprofit that 
offers schooling and other services to 
children and adults with developmen- 
tal disabilities. 

The pandemic has seen a significant 
portion of Riley’s staff take medical 


leave or seek better paying work else-_ 


where, leaving his staff depleted. A 
low pay-rate makes it hard to attract 
new hires, especially given the chal- 
lenging nature of the job, made more 
dangerous during the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

“Youre up close and_ personal, 
you're taking care of all the needs of 
these individuals,” Riley says. “It’s a 
complex job that requires specialized 
training.” 


A DIRECT SUPPORT PROFESSIONAL

Riley believes the government 
should permanently increase funding 
for nonprofits to allow for better pay 
for their workers. 

“They should be making more than 
$15 an hour,” Riley says. “Then we're 
not competing. with fast-food res- 
taurants and other industries for the 
same staff.”

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Steps for Hanging Holiday Lights Outdoors 


t begins to look a lot like Christmas 

when twinkling lights brighten up 
homes inside and out. Few things liven 
up the season more than holiday deco- 
rations, particularly clear and colored 
lights. 

“Christmas decorations and holiday 
lighting can really bring joy and holiday 
spirit to any home or neighborhood,” 
Alternative Earthcare, a landscaping 
and professional holiday light instal- 
lation company serving the East End, 


says on its website. 

Prior to taking out the lights, lad- 
der and thermos of coffee to get you 
through the job, it’s important to note 
that there are right and wrong ways to 
hang holiday lights. 


SKETCH OUT YOUR PLAN 

Start by taking a few photos of your 
home from various vantage points. 
Print out the photos on regular paper 
so that you can draw your lighting ar- 


rangement and decoration placement 
right on the photos to see how things 
will look. 


MEASURE THE AREA 

Use a measuring tape to roughly 
measure the width and height of eaves 
or other areas of the home where you 
plan to hang light strands. Calculate 
how much overall footage you will need 
so you can purchase all of the lights in 
one shopping trip. 


TEST THE LIGHTS FIRST 


Plug in the lights to make 
sure all of your. strands are 
operational. 


BEGIN WHERE THE LIGHTS 
WILL BE PLUGGED IN 

Start where the lights will be plugged 
in and then work your way around the 
house. 


ADD TO SHRUBS AND TREES 

Lights can also adorn shrubs and 
trees. Lowes Home Improvement says 
a good rule of thumb is 100 lights for 
every 1 1/2 feet of tree or shrub to cover. 
A 6-foot evergreen needs at least 400 
lights for a basic level of lighting. 


EXERCISE EXTREME CAUTION 

Accidents can happen when string- 
ing lights. While many professionals 
use harnesses, homeowners are not 
always so cautious. Utilize a spotter to 
hold the ladder and make sure things 
are safe. Never set foot on a wet or icy 
roof. Do not attempt to string lights in 
inclement weather. 


KNOW THE WATTAGE 

Each outlet can generally hold about 
17 amps or 1,870 watts if the lights are 
not sharing a circuit with another out- 
let. Plan accordingly to ensure you have 
enough power to handle your lights. 


USE PLASTIC CLIPS 

Plastic light clips hang strands along 
eaves and gables. They’re specially de- 
signed for hanging lights over the gut- 
ters. Some slip under the edges of roof 
shingles. Lights can be hung without 
staples or nails, which can damage 
exterior surfaces. Plastic zip-ties or 
deck clips can also attach lights along 
a handrail. 


USE ONLY OUTDOOR 
EXTENSION CORDS 

Be sure the extension cords you use 
are designed specifically for outdoor 
use. 


USE A TIMER 

Timers can make sure the lights turn 
on and off even if homeowners forget. 
Once lights have been safely strung, sit 
back and enjoy the splendor of a well- 
decorated house.

Writer and 
Founding 

New York Mag 
Reporter, Broke 
Boundaries

Cats crouched all around in the grass, rattling in 
their throats, mean and stricken. 

“Are they wild?” I asked. 

She called for Tedsy Kennedy, a Persian. “Mother 
bred them all. We’ve had 300 cats altogether. Now 
we have twelve, but theyre not wild. Theyre fur 
people .... It’s true about old maids, they don’t need 
men if they have cats.”.... 

Then an operatic voice sang its lament through 
the upstairs window. 

EeeDIE? I'm about to die. 

“Oh dear, Mother’s furious because she’s not get- 
ting attention. I'll be right up, Mother.” 

This is how journalist Gail Sheehy described 
meeting the eccentric Edith Bouvier Beale at Beale’s 
decaying, animal-infested East Hampton home in 
1972. Sheehy’s New York magazine piece, “The Se- 
cret of Grey Gardens,” employed the revolutionary 
New Journalism by freeing subjects from newspa- 
per style, what she called “the old journalism, with 
its who-what-when-where-why rigidity.” Her tech- 
niques recreated scenes, recorded dialogue in full, 
and treated protagonists like characters in a novel. 

She wrote about Grey Gardens while in East 
Hampton, her home away from Manhattan start- 
ing in 1971 (she told Newsday, “I wrote most of 
my books in my house in Long Island”). Sheehy’s 
bestselling fiction broke taboos and struck baby 
boomer chords surrounding menopause, divorce, 
remarriage, and later-life fulfillment. Her 1976 
blockbuster Passages, Predictable Crises of Adult 
Life, was a New York Times best seller for three 
years and was named by the Library of Congress as 
one of the top 10 most influential books. 

She wrote 17 books and numerous articles. What 
inspired her? 

FINDING HER VOICE 

Born Gail Merritt Henion in Mamaroneck, N.Y., 
in 1936, her childhood storytelling talent — she 
wrote a biography of her grandmother — was cul- 
tivated by that grandmother, who bought her her

first typewriter at age 7. 

The budding writer later earned a bachelor’s 
degree in English and home economics from the 
University of Vermont in 1958. During her first job 
as a consumer representative for JCPenney, she 
wrote for the store’s magazine, learning the sacred 
journalism rule: Never miss a deadline. She also 
learned about speaking up, after moving to Roch- 


ester with Albert Sheehy, whom she had married 


in 1960. During a job interview at the Rochester 
Democrat and Chronicle, the editor said he didn’t 
want someone to work for a year and then start a 
family. 

“I said, ‘I didn’t expect a pregnancy exam,” she 
later told the Democrat and Chronicle. In those 


days (the mid-1960s), women were Categorized as | 


“either Holy Mother or Frigid Career Girl,” she said. 

She moved to Manhattan and found work at the 
New York Herald Tribune — a hotbed of New Jour- 
nalism where writers ... “used the tools of novelists 
... to create compelling narratives,” said The New 
York Times. Relegated to the women’s section (she 
called it “the estrogen section”), she ventured into 
“the testosterone zone” to pitch a story. Editor Clay 
Felker liked her idea and told her to write it as a 
scene. She was on her way. 

In 1968, Felker founded New York magazine. 
Sheehy nailed Vanity Fair and Esquire assign- 
ments, profiling world leaders Robert F. Kennedy, 
both Presidents Bush, Hillary Clinton, and many 
more. She became a mother then divorced her hus- 
band in 1968. On fellowship at Columbia University 
from 1969 to 1970, she earned her Master of Arts 
in journalism and was mentored by anthropologist 
Margaret Mead, who taught her to be a cultural in- 
terpreter exploring culture shock. 


She followed Felker to New York as a founding 
staffer, reporting on issues such as the 1972 Bloody 
Sunday killings of peaceful protesters in Northern 
Ireland. Working alongside such New Journalism 
talents as Jimmy Breslin and Tom Wolfe, she often 
included anecdotes of East End life in her articles. 

PASSAGES 

She was the golden girl of creative nonfiction but 
the sheen tarnished. She committed a major ethical 
breach in her 1971 New York article on prostitution 
by fabricating characters. Felker deleted her admis- 
sion of the fabrication — he did accept blame — but 
the article was out there. 

In 1976, Passages was published, delving into 
cultural shifts and navigating life’s signposts dur- 
ing the prime career and relationship years. She 
was also sued for plagiarism by a psychiatrist; the 
suit was settled out of court. The next year, she 
bought an East Hampton house with earnings from 
Passages; she would live there for 30 years with 
Felker, whom she married in 1984. 

In 2007, she sold her house; her husband died in 
2008. But she returned to the Hamptons to visit 
friends and Canio’s Books on Main Street, staying 
at a rented Sag Harbor house. She was a sought- 
after lecturer. talk show guest, and in 2019 became 
an Audio Podcast Fellow at Stony Brook Univer- 
sity, creating and producing Kid Rebels with Gail 
Sheehy, a podcast series. 

In August 2020 she was working on Millennial 
World, a book about 20- and 30-somethings in- 
venting new passages while struggling with the 
rupture in gender roles and a mental health crisis. 
She died of pneumonia at age 83 in a Southampton 
hospital before finishing the book.
